In an article in the Labor Depart- 
ment’s Monthly Labor Review, Hor-

ods of analysis and concluded that the 
proportion of families in the middle 
class is smaller today than in 1969, 
with moat of those jumping into, the 
upperclass. 

One mithpd of iinalysis was based 
on the assumption that middlo-closs 
families were those whose income 

- from all sources in 1986 was between 
$20,000 >and $55,999, measured in 
1986 dollars. 

Based on this method and using the 
CPI-U-Xl price index, a special for- 
mula used for research, the study 
found that the middle class declined 
from 58.8 percent of families in 1969 
to 53 percent in 1986. 

The lower class also' declined over 
the same period, from 33.7 percent to 
31.7 percent, the authors found, but 
they said certain additional calcula- 
tionasuggested that the’proportion in 
the lower class was essentially un- 
changed.

Ghemical treatment of drinking wa- 
ter to prevent infection is not on inno- 
vation when one remembers that ma- 
Idria has J>e€n prevented.by„thc same 
process for decades. Iodine and chlo- 
rine are the most .commonly used pu- 
rification agents and are widely avail- 
able in tablet form. 

If the .water' appears to be filled 
with impurities or if the'watcr is ex- 
tremely cold, you should agitate the 
solution periodically and wait a little ; 
longer than thp manufacturer's sug- 
gested time to allow for proper diffu? 
sion of the chemicals'. 

Filtering is on excellent way to pu- 
rify water. Various types of filtering 
devices are available at a cost from 
$25 to well over SIOO. The majority of 
filters are used in conjunction with a 
pump and require only that the user 
take care not to contaiminatc the 
clean side of the filler with unfiltered 
water. Filtering is the preferred 
method since it works regardless of 
turbidity or water temperature and 
the water will have no chcmcial after- 
taste. 

The possibility of contamination is 
_ so aciite. that you should avoid brush-_ 
,_ing your teeth wiih untreated water 
since, bacteria are. readily absorbed 
through the gums.

The game is fly fishing, and most 
who have fished the Bighorn soy that 
there is no better place in the conti- 
nental United States to play it — not 
the Yellowstone, a little west of here; 
not the Madison, a little farther west, 
not any of the other wondrous water- 
ways of the West. ' 

For fly fishermen, a trip to. the Big- 
horn is a pilgrimage. They come from 
coast to coast to wade in its waters, 
confirming Iheif belief that fly fishing 
is the only pure fishing. After a day on 
the river, they wonder where it has 
been all their lives. 

The fact is, it didn't exist as a pre- 
mier trout fishery until 1965 and only, 
started to thrive in '81.

— Ifen-Kiiapp,- an outdoor writer who 
lives in nearby Sheridan, Wyo., has 
fished it often. After those 13 miles, 
ho said, the fishing is still good but 
“the quality of the experience drops 
off." 

The last light of day lingers until 
late evening, so fishermen cat late 
around the Bighorn, after the fish 
have fed. The few local non-Indian re- 
sidents have their own favorite spots. 
Jack Sonnhalter has led a few visitors 
to one of his.

He notes-that-theiargerfish “feed 
in rhythm,” rising to scoop mayflies 
off the surface, then submerging and 
rising again in sequences of 12 to 15 
seconds. 

“The idea is to time your cast 3 or 4 
seconds ahead of his next rise,” Son-, 
nhalter says. “When you hit it, that’s 
the most exciting thing that can hap- 
pen.” 

The Bighorn is no longer a secret. 
Knapp, for one, has written about it in 
several publications. On this doy he is 
serving as a guide for Bob Brooks and 
UobAloore. ^ | 

“This 13-mile stretch is probably 
the finest fly fishing in tho U.S., out- 
side Alaska,” Knapp says.
